PROTESTS ALREADY BEGIN 


“Tax on Laboring Man’s Break- 
fast Table“ Is Description 
Given to the Proposed 
Duty on Berry.

Washington, D. C., March 12.—[Special.}— 
With the opening of the extra session for the 
revision of the tariff there will be precipi- 
tated the old, old fight of the friends of 
internal revenue as opposed to income from 
the tariff. 

It is evident, of course, that more money 
must be raised to meet the constantly in- 
creasing expenditures of the government, al- 
though the increase in revenue need not be 
anywhere near as great as certain alarm- 
ists have made it appear. The maximum 
of the deficit surely has been reached, so 
far as present conditions are concerned, and 
if congress is reasonably economical the 
necessity for more revenue will become less 
and less apparent. There is no immediate 
prospect of a bond issue except for the con- 
struction of the Panama canal. 

Congress has before it, therefore, a fight 
as to just how different revenue is to be 
provided and this is entirely in addition to 
the bitter contest which will be waged be- 
tween the consumers and the producers over 
every individual schedule of the whole great 
tariff bill 


Congress Between Two Evils. 

Just at the present time the members 
‘ef congress are unfortunately situated be 
tween the devil and the deep sea, and many 
of them are in doubt just where they will 
wind up between those two undesirable ex- 
tremes. New sources of taxation must be 
found, because congress is not likely to get 
out of the habit of making extravagant ap- 
propriations. A general, gut moderate re- 
duction in the tariff probably will result in 
soine increase of income from customs, but 
it will not produce as much additional rev- 
enue as will be necessary to wipe out any 
future deficit and put the treasury on easy 
street once more. 

There are two things which between them 
could be made to produce enough revenue 
without seeking any farther. They are cof- 
fee and beer. An increase of a dollar a bar- 
rel on beer would not, in all probability, in- 
crease the retail price of the amber fluid to 
any thirsty gentleman either in his home 

treet"Bide of a bar. Experience 
shows that during the period of the Spanish 
war taxes the additional revenue from beer 
was raised with scarcely any expense at all 
for collection, The machinery provided for 
the assessment and collection of a dollar 
a barrel on beer will work just as effi- 
ciently and with no more cost if the beer is 
taxed at double that rate. 


Chief Burden on Brewer. 

The expense would probably be borne in 
the first instance by the brewer and to a rel- 
atively smaller degree by the saloonkeepers 
and general liquor dealers. The great mass 
of the beer drinking public probably never 
would know the additional tax had been 
levied. It is this fact which makes beer 
such a shining mark for the average legis- 
lator, because it could be made to add $50,- 
000,000 a year to the revenues by the mere 
scratch of a congressional pen, provided 
only that the individual representatives of 
the people are willing to go to their homes 
and face certain opposition by the local 
brewery trust and possibly of the retail 
Saloonkeepers as well. The proposition to 
increase the tax on beer will be fought out 
bitterly in both house and senate, and it will 
be nearly impossible to say what the tax rate 
will be until the tariff bill is well along on its 
way toward the White house. 

There does not seem to be any good rea- 
son why all additional revenue should be 
derived either from the customs or from 
internal taxation. Congress might well split 
up the burden, and this is what is proposed 
by à large section of the members of con- 
gress. The proposition to put an additional 
tax on coffee, which at first was urged by 
comparatively few, has been rapidly grow- 
ing in favor because the duty on the berry 
is purely protective and would be entirely 
ia harmony with the rest of the tariff bill. 


Desired by Outlying Islands. 

The people of Hawaii, and, of course, those 
of Porto Rico, have complained all the time 
that the tendency of congress was to put an 
end to she protective tariff system at the

in a pitiful condition commercially. The time 
may come when the Philippines, which are 

80 far away, will be given an independent 

government of their own.

tariff walls against the United States as well 

A against any other people.

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CENTRAL AMERICA 
IN NAVAL CLASH. 


Ships of Nicaragua and Salva- 


dor Meet, Gunboat Being 
Disabled and Forced 
to Quit Fight. 


SECOND TILT REPORTED. 


Insults to United States Repre- 
sentatives Cause Severing of 
Diplomatic Relations 
with Zelaya. 


Mexico City, March 12 —Shipsof Nicaragua 
and Salvador met in battle early this week 
and it ie believed @ second clash followed 
yesterday or today. 

Three Nicaraguan gunboats, led by the 
Momotombo. attacked the Salvadoran gun- 
boat Presidente. The latter by a lucky shot 
put the Momotombdo out of action almost at 
the beginning of the engagement. The 
three Nicaraguans then withdrew. Later 
the Momotombo was repaired and went in 
pursuit of the Presidente. 

The first engagement took place Tuesday. 
The gunboat Presidente left the port of Aca- 
jutla under sealed orders and proceeded to 
cruise along the Nicaragua coast. 

President Zelaya of Nicaragua, getting 
wind of this, ordered the Momotombo and 
two other ships to intercept the Sa!lvadorean 
vessel and engage it in battle. The Presi- 
dente was encountered off the harbor ot Co- 
rinto, but succeeded in getting in action first 
and disabling the Momotombo. The latter 
war compelled to withdraw and limped back 
to the port of Corinto. 


Repairs Made, Pursuit Resumed. 

The two vessels accompanying it also 
withdrew. Hasty repairs were made on the 
Momotombo and within a few hours it was 
ready to put to sea again. As it is a faster 
and better equipped ship than the Presi- 
dente, it is considered certain that it will 
overtake the Salvadorean gunboat. 

It is believed that a second engagement 
was fought either today or yesterday. Ac- 
cording to reports the Momotombo carries 
among its crew American officers and gun- 
ners. 

Assistant Secretary of Foretgn Affairs Fed- 
erico Gamboa said tonight that the Mexican 
state department had received no word from 
its Nicaraguan representative for the last 
week. It is thought the cable communication 
between Mexico and Nicaragua has been 
cut. 


Protectorate Is Being Considered. 

Unofficially it is declared that a protec- 
torate is being considered and that interven- 
tion similar to that which was in force in 
Cuba up to the present year is a possibility. 


Bamboo was in conference with President 


Diaz at the castle of Chapultepec today, and 
Central American affairs were discussed by 
them. 

What decision, if any, was reached is not 
known, as nothing of the conference was 
made public, other than the admission that 
Central American affairs were touched upon. 

In unofficial but well informed circles it is 
declared that Central American affairs are 
on the eve of epoch making happenings. 


Intervention Is Due Soon. 

Conditions in Central America are be- 
coming so intolerable as to be a menace to 
civilization. It is a question of but a few 
weeks at the most when Mexico and the 
United States will be compelled to intervene 
in the affairs of at least three of the repub- 
lics and bring them to a realization of the 
pledge signed by them at the recent peace 
conference.’ 

This is the * up of the Central 
American situation by a high Mexican offi- 
cial, who, for obvious reasons, refused to 
allow his name to be used. 

It is generally reported here that Mexico 
and the United States have arrived at full 
accord as to the proceedings to be taken with- 
in the next few months. Intervention being 
apparently inevitable, it is understood that 
the United States will take the initiative, 
Mexico backing up that country with moral 
support alone. * 

Annexation Is Ad vocated. 

An editorial in today's issue of the Mex- 
ican Herald, which is looked upon in some 
been inspired by the 
government, is creating something of a sen- 
sation. The editorial advocates the annexa- 
tion of Central America by Mexico and inti- 
mates that such a culmination of the ques- 
tion would not meet with the disapproval of 
the United States. 

„ Mexico, though she has cotperated by 
her good offices to the maintenance of peace 
and the settlement of disputes in Central 
America,“ says the editorial. might thesi- 
tate at armed intervention. But we believe 
the best interests of civilization and human- 
My would be served by the extension of Mex- 
ico’s southern border to Panama. Under the 
Mexican flag the people of Central America 
would enjoy a happiness and prosperity to 
which they have long been strangers, and 
the resources of their territory would be de- 
veloped on a scale hitherto undreamed of 
under the sound administration which Mexico 
would afford. 

Condition Cannot Go Unremedied. 

„There are duties which nations and indi- 
viduals would gladly shirk, but as the at- 
tempt to elude responsibility is ever un- 
worthy and is apt to be followed by conse- 
quences worse than those which it was 
sought to avoid, prompt and decisive action 
proves in the long run the best policy. 

“One thing is certain, and that is that 
the undesirable condition that prevails in 
Central America cannot be allowed to con- 
tinue unremedied. The European powers 


consider themselves bound by the claims 


of humanity and Christian civilization to 
intervene in behalf of populations enduring 
the evils of misrule and the standards of in- 
ternational conduct ought to be at least as 
high in the new world as in the old.“

SUIT HINTS AT EMMA EAMES 


Wife of Gogorza Asks Alimony 
Pending Divorce Hearing. 


BARITONE TALKS IN WRATH. 


Detective Waits to Cast Out All Who 
Would Question ür 


Mme. Emma Eames, who has been in 
Chicago a couple of days, and Fimilio de 
Gogorza, who arrived yesterday to partici- 
pate in a joint recital tomorrow, spent the 
greater part of last evening in evading re- 
porters who sought to know more about the 
suit for separation and alimony brought by

The telephone 
operators at the hotel also had their part 
down pat and refused all wire connections 
with her apartments. 


Jealousy Blamed by e 

Gogorza was locked up in his room, No. 
1114, with M. 8. Lazard, the personal repre- 
sentative of Mme. Eames, on guard. Per- 
sistent knocking brought the latter to the 
door, and the baritone asked that the visi- 
tor be admitted long enough to be told that 
Mme. Eames’ name was dragged into the 
case without warrant and only as the result 
of his, wife’s jealousy. He was annoyed 
at the suit, his wife's claims, and the visi- 
tor’s question, and showed it. 

The suit came up for argument before Jus- 
tice O’Gorman in the New York state Su- 
preme court yesterday. At the end of the 
arguments both sides submitted their papers. 
In the papers filed on behalf of Mrs. Gorgorza 
is a statement that her husband is now on 
tour with Mme.

Abandonment Charge Denied. 

Lawyer Johnson said his client had no ob- 
jection to providing for his wife at the rate 
of $250 a month, but denied there had been 
any abandonment, as charged by Mrs. Go- 
gorza. 

Lowey replied that the wife had declared 
positively her ‘husband had threatened to 
starve her into suing for divorce, so he could 
marry again.

LOSES HOLD, DROPS TO DEATH 
JUST AS RESCUE IS AT HAND. 


Aurora Police Furnished with Mystery 
When George Ducket Is Found Cling- 
ing to Crevice in Quarry Wall. 


George Ducket, a young nurseryman, clung 
to a crevice in a stone quarry wall at Aurora 
for nearly an hour early yesterday morning, 
and then lost his grip and drowned in a deep 
pool below when rescue was only a few sec- 
onds away. 

How the young man got there is a mystery. 
Coroner Eugene Norton held an inquest in 
the evening and the jury returned an open 
verdict. The police believe @ ruffian who fol- 
lowed Ducket from the residence of his 
sweetheart, Miss Josephine Auld, 550 Fifth 
avenue, is responsible for the man’s death. 

The quarry wall, which is virtually per- 
pendicular, borders on Broadway, and is 
separated from the street by a three foot 
fence. Two companions, George Stephenson 
and Robert Black, who walked a few blocks 
with Ducket on their way home and to whom 
‘he related the story of a man attempting to 
attack him because he refused to give him 
money, left Ducket on the street about 12:30 
a.m. A half hour later William Wilson, a 
motorman, heard his cries for help and noti- 


fied the police.

Authorities Wage War on Law Viola- 


One of the hottest fights of the winter 
against offending autolsts was carried on by 
the police in Michigan avenue between 
Twelfth and Sixteenth streets, late yesterday 
afternoon. Thirteen chauffeurs, one of them 
being David Wheeler, driver for Mrs. Mar- 
shall Field, 1905 Prairie avenue, and in 
charge of a car in which Mrs. Field was 
riding, were arrested. 

An incident of the day's crusade was the 
arrest of William Taylor, 3346 Halsted street, 
who is alleged to have been spying on the 
police and warning other chauffeurs of their 
presence. He was captured after a chase by 
Patrolman M. E. Flynn, in which one shot 
was fired. 

According to Sergeant McGarigle of the 
auto squad, some chauffeurs have become so 
reckless in driving on Michigan avenue that 
the life of a pedestrian is taken into his 
hands in attempting to cross the pavement at 
certain hours in the late afternoon. 


Break Speed Limit Regularly. 

North of Twenty-second street a speed of 
ten miles an hour is the maximum,” he said.

But it is nothing unusual to 
see cars darting along Michigan avenue ata 
speed of twenty or thirty miles an hour.

When he saw me coming he started 
to run. In the chase I fired one shot to warn 
him and he stopped. 

“When I arrested Wheeler, whose car 
was purring along at a zipping clip, he was 
polite about stopping. Mrs. Marshall Field 
was in the machine at the time. As is the 
custom in all such cases, I allowed the driver 
to proceed on his promise to be in court to- 
day.” 

At the residence of Mrs. Field one of the 
servants stated last night that Wheeler had 
put on extra speed in going down Michigan 
avenue while driving Mrs. Field home. 

„Wheeler was not trying to evade the or- 
dinance,”” was the explanation, but was en- 
deavoring to get out of the way of a wagon 
in order to avoid any possible accidents.”

The Third ward row between the rival Re- 
Publican factions broke wide open when 
Hobart P. Young, former assistant sta 
attorney, yesterday filed hie petition 
the city clerk as an independent Republican 
canditate for alderman against Ald. Milton 
J. Foreman. The petition was filed in the 
evening and proved a distinct surprise to 
everybody concerned. 

Mr. Young had not expected to enter the 
race, although strongly urged to do so by the 
opponents of Ald. Foreman. Thursday night 
he had all but refused to run. State Senator 
Ettelson returned from Springfield in the 
morning and in the afternoon Mr. Young 
was persuaded to permit the filing of the 
petitions which had been circulated by the 
Ettelson-Schuyler organization of the ward. 


Election Just the Beginning. 

From now on the Third ward will be the 
scene ot the most spectacular and bitter 
political fight which has been seen in town 
for several moons and the prospects are that 
the election will be but an incident in the 
decisive contest which will be settied at the 
3 one year from now. 

Ald. Foreman is a member of the Repub- 
lican county managing committee from the 
Third ward, as a result of having defeated 
Senator Ettelson for reélection to the com- 
mittee at the primaries of Aug. 8. Leaders 
of the Ettelson-Schuyler faction admitted 
during the day that the backing now being 

given to ‘Young as against Foreman is pre- 
Himinary to a subsequent fight to eliminate 
Foreman from Third ward Republican poli. 
tics and to regain the committeeship. State, 
county, and city patronage lies at the bottom 
of the difficulty between the rival Republican 
camps. 

Mr, Young has the backing of the Douglas 
Neighborhood club and the organizations 
which follow the leadership of the Rev. Mor- 
ton Culver Hartzell. in addition to a strong 
persona! following through the ward. 


Fight On in Thirty-second. 

As the pot began to boil in the Third ward 
political smoke was rising in the Thirty-sec- 
ond ward, where the campaign for alderman 
to fill the Tinsman vacancy is to approach 
spectacular proportions. This is the special 
election which is to be held in conjunction 
with the judicial election in June, and to be 
settled. so far as the Republicans are con- 
cerned. at the direct primary of April 13. 

James Rea, who has the support of the Vail 
organization, planted Fred Roetzheim at the 
office of the election commissioners during 
the day so as to be first in lime when primary 
petitions may be filed at 9 o'cloc k Monday 
morning. Roetzheim was provided witl a 
chair and is prepared, to camp on the spot 
until he gets what he is after. Former Ald. 
Joseph Badenoch secured the necessary peti- 
tion blanks yesterday and announces a repe- 
tition of the fight which he made against the 
Vail organization last year. Former Ald. 
C. c. Northup and F. C. Dahlgren have peti- 
tions in circulation, and the scrap will be four 
cornered at the least. 


Result of Kohout’s Death. 

Joseph A. Smejkal filed his independent pe- 
tition as a candidate in the Thirty-fourth 
ward. The Smejka! candidadcy is a direct 
result of the suicide of the late Ald. Joseph 
F. Kohout and is directed against William 
F. Rvan, the Democratic nominee. Mr. 
Smejkal is a brother of State Representative 
Edward J. Smejkal and is an attorney in 
the Reaper block. His petition had, 1,000 
signatures attached. 

The petition of Gustus W. Halleman was 
filed as a candidate in the Twenty-seventh 
ward. He is in the coal and ice business at 
943 Spaulding avenue. This makes ¢ tri- 
angular fight with Deputy Sheriff Joseph 
F. Capp, the Republican candidate, supported 
strongly by the McEwen organization, and 
former ‘Ald. Hans Blase, as the Democratic 
“nominee. 

A spirited contest for the aldermanic elec- 
tion is in progress in the Twenty-second 
ward, where Ald. Arthur Josetti is opposed 
by Herman Pauler. Ald. Josetti'scampaign 
is being boomed by the Republican Boosters’ 
club and the Swedish Republican club. 


Sikes Helps Clark Workers. 

Democrats of the Thirty-fifth ward in the

The March grand jury Will convene Mon- 
day morning and a number of alleged ex- 
tortion cases which the February grand 
jury had no time to investigate will be laid 
before the new inquisitorial] body. State's 
Attorney John E. W. Waymian, it is under- 
stood, will push to completion the Madden 
graft inquiry during the life of the March 
grand jury. 

Contractors are preparing to lay before Mr. 
Wayman at least fifteen additional cases in 
which it is alleged money was paid to Mad- 
den and his gang for having strikes called 
off. 

Busy Gathering Evidence. 

President William D. O’Brien of the build- 
ing contractors’ council is busy collecting 
the additional evidence and he probably will 
visit Mr. Wayman with a new list today or 
on Monday. 

Among the new witnesses who probably 
will be cited to appear before the grand jury 
will be John C. Hately of Hately Bros., grain 
brokers in the Board of Trade building, Har- 
ry C. Moir of the Morrison hotel and the 
Boston Oyster house, and Melvin J. Neaghr of 
M. J. Neahr & Co. 

In the case of Hately Bros., John d. Hately 
paid the gang $2,400 for having a strike called 
off on the Hately Cold Storage company’s 
building at Thirty-fifth and Iron streets. Mr. 
Hately declared he would be “ delighted to 
appear before the jury and tell about the 
transaction. 

Manager Moir was “held up for $1,000 
for having a strike called off the Morrison 
Hotel building. ‘' Skinny lived at the Mor- 
rison before he took up quarters at the Sher- 
man house. 

Face Contempt Charges. 

Edward Block, Joseph Platchetka, and 
Fred J. Bush, members of the carpenters’ 
union, have been cited to appear before Judge 
Ball Monday morning to show cause why 
they should not be adjudged guilty of con- 
tempt of court. 

Platchetka and Bush are business agents 
of the millmen's organization of carpenters. 
They are charged with violating an injunc- 
tion obtained by the Commercial Sash and 
Door company a month ago restraining the 
officers and members of the carpenters’ union 
from interfering with the employés of the 
company, all of whom are members of the 
Amalgamated Woodworkers’ union. The 
trouble has grown out of a long standing 
jurisdictional] fight between the two unions.

Disturbance in Prospect. 

A general disturbance in the building 
trades is in prospect as @ result of the failure 
of the tile contractors to effect an amicable 
settlement wi the striking tile layers and 
helpers. 

The employers are determined to start work 
on the interrupted contracts with nonunion 
men Monday morning. and they will apply 
for an injunction in the event the strikers 
interfere with the strike breakers and the 
business of the contractors. 

R. M. Lawrence and Hampden McCormick, 
business agents of the tile layers’ union, will 
be arraigned this morning oncharges of dis- 
orderly conduct. The police say the defend- 
ants attempted to tear up tiling being laid in 
a building at 63 Washington street. 


DISCUSS AID FOR UNEMPLOYED. 


State Labor Commissioners Meet with 
James Eads How, but Take 
No Action. 


Problems confronting the unemployed, es- 
pecially the class regarded as unskilled la- 
bor, were considered at a special meeting of 
the Illinois labor commission at the Palmer 
house yesterday. 

The meeting was called at the request of a 
committee from the International Brother- 
hood Association of the Unemployed, and the 
commissioners were addressed by James 
Eads How of St. Louis, president of the as- 
sociation. 

When asked in what manner the state could 
assist, he said: ‘*‘ By getting us work.“ 

This question has been worried over in 
Chicago for more than fifteen years,“ said 
Commissioner M. H. Madden, and we are 
seemingly as far from its solution as ever. 
There is but one way in which conditions 
could be improved. and that is for those de- 
siring unskilled labor to get in closer touch 
with the state free employment agencies. 

The conference ended without definite 
action being taken.

Two or the eleven new charter bills have 


approved by the charter convention and 
ready for the of the legis- 
lature. The first Bill provides for the con- 
solidation of all branchés of the city govern- 
ment, and thé other relates to the organiza- 
tion and powers of the city of Chicago. 
Several times during the discussion of the 
bills it looked as if the convention would go 
upon the rocks and the various provisions 


be pulled to pieces again, but when it came 
to a vote the majority stuck to the measures 
as they were reported out of the committee. 

Only one important ehange was made, 
and that was the adoption of an amendment 
offered by Ald. Dever increasing the term 
of aldermen from two to four years to con- 
form with the term of the mayor. Another 
amendment, offered by Walter G. Fisher, 
Which was really a part of the Dever mo- 
tion, inserted a clause which provided that 
upon petition of 25 per cent of the voters 
the question of the recall of the alderman, 
or any other elected municipal officer could 
be submitted to the voters at the next elec- 
tion. These amendments carried by a Vote 
of 24 to 16. 


Post Starts the Trouble. 

The first trouble of the evening was started 
by School Trustee Louis F. Post, who object-~ 
ed to the first bill on the ground that it would 
give the mayor the right to dismiss members 
* the school board. The discussion of that 

ubject lasted an hour and a quarter. Among 
the various propositions brought up were to 
go back to the old plan of a single charter bill 
and to consolidate the two bills. The ques- 
tion was raised by Mr. Shanahan as to wheth- 
er the title of the bill was right. Frank G. 
Hoyne suggested that if the lawyers would 
trim down their verbiage they might get on 
faster, and Representative Kettleman 
brought the whole matter to a head by mov- 
ing that the article stand as in the bill, which 
carried. The article provides that there shall 
be no change in the Present method of man- 
aging schools. 

It was Mr. Post also who tried to get a pro- 
vision through for a referendum vote on the 
— of refunding bonds, but that was 

ost. 

Bryan Lathrop got the convention to accept 
an amendment permitting the park boerd to 
appoint a superintendent, a landscape gar- 
dener, a head gardener, and a head enimal 
keeper without civil service examination. 


Protest by United Societies. 

Walter R. Michaelis served notice from the 
United Societies, that they are against the 
charter going to the legislature ahd before 
the people as separate bills, and filed resolu- 
tions to that effect which had been adopted 
by the societies. 

John P. McGoorty opposed the provision 
permitting the city to purchase a patented 
article, claiming that thereby the convention 
was fostering a monopoly in the paving busi- 
ness. He referred to a kindof paving which 
under the present laws the city cannot use 
because the process is patented. His motion 
to strike if out was lost. McGoorty also 
wanted the bill to provide that the city shall 
receive compensation for space under side- 
walks, but that also was voted down. 

Next go the school board proposition the 
one that brought out the most acrimonious 
discussions was a motion to eliminate the 
provision that the city pay 50 per cent of the 
cost of repaving streets and alleys. 
members suggested that it was a gold brick 
to hand an unsuspecting public, but like most 
of the other provisions the vote was in favor 
of leaving it in. The convention will meet 
again this afternoon at 2 o’clock for further 
connsideration of the other nine bills.

FAIL QUORUM ON SENATOR 


Another “Supreme Effort” of Mr. 
Hopkins Will Be Made 
on ‘Wednesday.

Springfield, In., March 12,—[Special.J— 
Mayor Busse’s bond bills seeking to give Chi- 
cago the authority to issue dbout $16,000,000 
in additional bonds, are meeting with the 


‘game opposition which blocked their prede- 


cessors and prevented the enactment of the 
legislation. There is a general objection to 
increasing the bond issuing authority of the 
cjty without provision for safeguarding of 
the funds. One demand is for a referendum 
vote on each issue and another for a decla- 
ration of purpose in each issue. 

In advance of any action on the bills, it 
seems likely the city administration will be 
obliged to accept a referendum amendment 
if it wishes to secure the authority to in- 
crease the bonded debt of the city. 

When the Chicago charter revenue bills 
are introduced by Representative Kittleman, 
chairman of the house charter committee, 
they will be backed in preference to the 
Busse bills by a number of legislators. 
Whether it be justitied or not, there is a 
suspicion in the legislative minds that the 
money. raised by bond issues will be used, in 
part, at least, to pay the current expenses in 
the city. Down state members are averse to 
giving the smaller localities and cities of the 
state the fight to increase their bonded in- 
debtedness and the Chicago members of the 
assembly, who are not in particularly close 
relations to the city government, are op- 
posed to granting additional power to the 
administration unless it be restricted. 


Want the Purposes Mentioned. 

A demand that each bond issue be for a 
specific purpose and that the fund be pro- 
tected against use for any other purpose has 
been opposed by the men who have appeared 
in behalf of the Busse bilis. 

Controller Wilson says it is not practical 


to require that each issue be for a particular 


purpose to be named in the ordinance pro- 
viding for the sale of the bonds. To allay 
the suspicions of the legislators it may be 
necessary for the administration to make 
this and ~tiver concessions whether the de- 
mands be practical or not. 

The charter revenue bills provide for refer- 
endums on bond issues, and with many of the 
legisiators they will have better standing for 
that reason. It is extremely improbable any 
substantial progress can be made with the 
revenue legislation until after the election 
of a United States senator. 

Speaker Shurtieff and. his supporters are 
too acutely cognizant of the fact that by 
passing the bills they would confer a favor 
on the city administration which at the pres- 
ent time is supporting A. J. Hopkins. The 
dilis are not likely,“o be placed in the mar- 
ket for barter or sale, but at the same time 
they, with other matters of legislation, are 
likely to wait the settlement of the sena- 
torial contest. 


Eleven Votes on Senatorship. 

The forty-fourth ballot on the senatorship 
failed of a quorum, as hed been intended. 
Mr. Hopkins received six votes, Lawrence B. 
Stringer three votes. Speaker Shurtleft 
one, and Congressman Foss one. The forty- 
fifth ballot, which will be attempted Tuesday, 
likewise is intended to fail of a quorum and 
no real voting on the senatorship is expected 
until Wednesday. 

Then Mr. Hopkins will make an effort to re- 
gain his seat. He has hopes of securing the 
discontented “ Band of Hope vote which 
has been used by Mr. Shurtleff to date and 
which has been cast for Congressman Foss 
and William E. Mason.

| HOTLY DENIES CHARGES. 


g Defendant Admits He and Shanks 
'~ Girl Drank Thirty Bottles 


of Beer on June 27. 


Luman C. Mann, on trial before Judge Mc- 
gurely for the murder of Mrs. Fanny Gilmor 
Thompson, took the witness stand in his own 
pehalf yesterday. In denying the charges 
against him he proved to be one of the most 
yoluble witnesses ever heard in the Criminal 
court building, and apparently he took a 
certain pride in telling of his career in Chi- 
cago and elsewhere. 

One of the most important statements 
drawn from him by Assistant State’s Attor- 
ney Day through cross examination was that 
Mann and the Shanks sisters, Maude and 
frene, drank thirty or more bottles of beer 
at Riverview park on the evening of June 
N. Mrs. Alice Hamilton, housekeeper of the 
rooming house on Michigan avenue, testified 
that on this date Mann and Mrs. Thompson 
registered there under the name of “J. H. 
Raymond and wife.“ 

When he ascended the stand late in the 
afternoon the cocksureness of the youth 

‘yerged upon impertinence. Even Charles E. 
Erbstein, his attorney, was forced to smile 
when Mann's speech poured forth in a tor- 
rent that would not be stemmed. 

“My memory is infallible—almost,” as- 
gerted Mann solemnly early in his testi- 
mony. “‘ When I was in school I learned 
my lessons by heart. Why, today I can re- 
peat the first thousand lines of Czsar’s com- 
mentaries without having looked at a book 
for ten years. 


“Explains Things” to Jury. 
The attorneys started to wrangle, where- 
upon Judge McSurely smiled. 
Never mind. gentlemen; we know that 
none of us can do that, he said, and brought 


peace. 

Mann sat indolently in hie chair and upon 
the least excuse boldly addressed the court, 
stating in a voice heard above the objections 
of counsel that he wanted “to explain cer- 
tain things to the gentlemen of the jury, 


your honor.“ 

“Tf counsel consent — began Judge Me- 
Surely. 

“TI can’t stop him talking.“ said Attorney 
Erbstein. 

Mann told where he was born and sketched 
his career with a speed that caused veteran 
stenographers to lean back and grin help- 
lessly. ; 

Mann said he was born at Hancock, Minn., 
twenty-four years ago, in response to Attor- 
ney Erbstein's first question. 

“ Did you ever know Fanny Thompson?” 

„ did not,“ responded Mann briskly. 

Were you ever at 1242 Michigan avenue?“ 

“The Grst time I ever saw the place was 
night before last, when I walked past there.“ 

“ Did you ever choke Fanny Thompson?’ 

should say not,“ answered Mann with 
emphasis. 


Erbstein and Day Clash. 

After the witness had asserted that he met 
Maudd Shanks in Britt, Ia., where he gave 
her money, Assistant State’s Attorney Day 
proceeded with cross questioning. Frequent- 
ly he was interrupted by Attorney Erbstein 
= by stern admonitions from the court ad- 

Bsed to both the lawyers when they 
seemed on the point 6fiengaging in persona} 
conflict. 

Mann told of five trips to New York and 
where he staid each time. 

“Were you ever known as the ‘ white 
coon ??“ asked Mr. Day. Didn't you send 
a@ message back to New York by a negro 
porter in which you referred to yourself as 
the white coon '?”’ 

“I'll tell the jury how that was, asserted 
Mann, hotly. I told the porter to tell a 
negrd woman that Bull was arrested.’ On 
Oct. 26, 1907, a man named Max Schlesinger 
came to me in New York and said he knew 
of a party from whom we could get 8400 
or $500 if we could get her out of jail. He 
said it would take $100. I gave a bondsman 
$00 to get her out and she gave Max Schles- 
inger a note for $450. I thought that if I 
could get the money from her at any time 
it would be when I was in trouble, so I sent 
the message. 

Why did you give her the name of Bull?“ 

“ Because there bot no necessity of giving 
her any other name. It was a nickname I 
was known by. 

Were you not known also by the name of 
Torkey ?“ 
Dispute Halts Questions. 

Mann admitted this, but questions as to 
other nicknarhes were interrupted by the 
clamor of attorneys and the interjections of 
the judge. 

In summary, Mann said he came back to 
Chicago May 16 last year. In order to avoid 
Maud Shanks, from whom he was seeking 
divorce, he moved to the house of Louisa 
Mann, an aunt, at 4608 Vincennes avenue. 
He also lived at 21 Fletcher street. He said 
that between June 6 and June 14 he roomed 
at Twenty-third street and Indiana avenue, 
and then at 1559 Michigan avenue, at both 
of which places he met a Minnie Nesser. 

Telling of the meeting with Maude Shanks 
and her sister, Irene, at RivervieW park, 
where he was “ guessing weights on the 
night of June 27, Mann said he was there 
about 7:45 o'clock.

ARREST BARES FRAUD CHAIN 


F. H. Richardson Held Here on 
New York Indictment. 


MORE THAN $300,000 LOST. 


Shoe Man Accused of Borrowing on 
Fictitious Assets, 


The arrest in Chicago yesterday of Fred- 
erick H. Richardson, president and owner of 
the J. Richardson company, a shoe corpora- 
tion of Elmira, N. Y., on an indictment for 
grand larceny found by the New York county 
grand jury Wednesday, disclosed a far- 
reaching system of fraud by which Richard- 
son had obtained more than $300.000 from 
banks, trust companies, and mercantile 
houses. More than 150 firms in New York 
City alone are said to have lost monesx by 
credit extended to Richardson on false mer- 
cantile statements. 

The shoe corporation failed in January, 
1908, with liabilities of $385,000 and assets 
accruing from the disposition of the stock 
and property of about $185,000. The Che- 
mung Canal Trust company of Elmira, 
which, according to a statement issued dur- 
ing the day by District Attorney Jerome's 
office, is out $55,000 through Richardson's 
transactions, became receiver for the bank- 
rupt corporation. He was asked to make 
an accounting, but he disappeared. 

Richardson has been prominent socially 
in Elmira. The prestige acquired by his 
family since the founding of the company in 
1842 made the local authorities slow to act. 
The extent of Richardson's operations was 
not guessed at and the trust company ap- 
parently believed it could get its money back. 
Matters dragged along until October, when 
the New York Credit Men's association laid 
the case before District Attorney Jerome. 
Investigation was begun by Assistant Dis- 


trict Attorney Bosler, and, after six months’ 


work, during which thirty-five witnesses 
were examined, the indictment for grand 
larceny was found. 


Accused of False Statement. 

The specific complaint charges Richardson 
with procuring $2,300 worth of leather mer- 
chandise from the Richard Young company, 
36 and 38 Spruce street, New York, in Octo- 
per, 1907, by means of a false mercantile 
statement. 

The principal banks and trust companies 
from which Richardson got money and the 
amounts are: 

The Lincoln Trust company, New York, $15.000. 

National Bank of North America, New York, 
$15, 000. 

Northern Bank of New York, 57,500. 

Importers and Traders National bank, New 
York, $17,500. 

Chemung Canal Trust Co., Elmira, 655 000 

First Natfonal bank, Corning. N. Y., 615 000 

Merchants National bank, Elmira, $5,000. 

Central National bank, Cleveland, $25,000. 

First National-bank, Parker, S. D. $2,500. 

National City bank, Chicago, $2,500. 

International Trust Co., Boston, 625. 000. 

Miners’ National bank, Blossburg, Pa., $6,000. 

Athens National bank, Athens, Pa., §2,500. 

In addition to these amounts are $58,000 in 
notes of the Elmira Shoe company, which 
obligations were taken over by the Richard- 
son company; $10,000 which Richardson is 
said to have. obtained from shoe companies 
in Boston, Philadelphia, Elmira, and Roches- 
ter, and a large sum which Richardson got 
from 150 mercantile firms in New York 
City. 

Fugitive on Old Charge. 

At the time of his arrest Richardson was 
out on $5,000 bail and fighting extradition on 
a charge of grand larceny made by the Che- 
mung Canal Trust company in January. He 
never was indicted on this charge, but was 
arrested on a police court warrant, charg- 
ing him with the larceny of $750. He was 
held in $3,500 additional bail when rearrested 
and fresh extradition papers will be made 
out in an effort to take him to trial in New 
York. 

The shoe company was prosperous until 
the death of Richardson's father, about 
twelve years ago. In 1903 the prisoner 
formed the corporation which at once be- 
came a borrower. Each year Richardson 
made a financial statement showing assets 
and liabilities to obtain credit. 

It is said he got most of the money by 


the condition of his business and represent- 
ing that he wished to borrow to buy leather. 
The loans were to be paid as soon as the 
leather was turned into shoes and sold. He 
is said to have paid interest upon one loan 
with part of the money obtained through 
another, and his operations extended through 
several states. ; 

Assistant District Attorney Bosler says 
Richardson personally directed his employés 
in concealing direct and indirect Habilities 
approximately in the following amounts; 

In 1908, to the qxtent of $25,000; in 1904, 630, 
000; in 1905, $80,000; in 1906, $110,000; and in 
1907, $140,000. .

When Webster entered Judge Houston's 
courtroom he was accompanied by his wife, 
who could hardly walk, and whose face was 
discolored from bruises.

SAFER THAN TRAIN 


Missionary Advises the Whole 
Roosevelt Family to Hunt 
with Former President. 


WARNING FOR KERMIT. 


Father Coyle Admits Malaria 
Menaces the Young, but Be- 
littles Other Perils. 


Mrs. Roosevelt, Miss Roosevelt, in fact 
the whole Roosevelt family, would do well 
to accompany the strenuous former presi- 
dent on his hunting trip through the heart 
of Africa, in the opinion of the Rev. Joseph 
Coyle, a member of the Roman Catholic 
missionary order of Josephite Fathers, who 
has labored in Uganda more than ten years. 

After taking account of all the dangers 
from fever, sleeping sickness, savages, and 
wild animals Father Coyle declared that one 
would be safer in a Uganda forest than on 
an American railroad. He painted the beau- 
ties and attractions of the country in glow- 
ing colors, and insisted they would furnish 
abundant entertainment for the whole 
Roosevelt family, entirely apart from the 
sport of on hunting. 

In conclusion he asserted that virtually 
all the tribes in the hundreds of thousands 
of miles of Uganda wear ample clothes. 

The priest is a striking man. He wears 
a long black beard and is earnest in every 
word. He speaks with evident affection for 
his dusky charges and love for his work. 
He was sent to the work from the mission- 
ary college of the order im London about 
eleven years ago and expects soon to re- 
turn, never again to leave the Dark Conti- 
nent. 

“it is true that thirty years ago, when 
the first missionary reached Uganda, he 
found the country bloody from human sacri- 
fices, torn with interminable native wars, 
and overrun with savage animais. But the 
people have accepted the Christian religion 
eagerly and sincerely. We have baptized 
about 100,000 natives and our brothers of 
the Angiican faith have converted more 
than 50,000. 

Natives Docile and Sensible. 
“When we first went to the country we 
priests with our own hands built the bish- 
op's residence of sun dried bricks, and the 
whole country marveled at the wonderful 
palace. The prime minister who was one of 
the wildest of savages, twenty years ago, | 
writes in his own language on a typewriter. 
Let me tell you, we priests feel that it is 
due to American journalism, to the journal- 
ism that sent Stanley into Africa, that we 
obtained our great opportunity in this fleld. 
“It is ridiculous to represent the presi- 
dent’s trip as dangerous. The natives are 
docile, sensible, and perfectly satisfied with 
the rule of England. The two races live 
in perfect harmony. At the native capt- 
tal, Kampapa, a few dozen white men live 
among 60,000 blacks. The sound of the An- 
gelus is heard throughout the land We 
have no bells, but we beat huge tom-toms or 
drums which can be heard for ten miles. 
It is true that 160,000 natives have died 
of the sleeping sickness in the last ten 
years, and if one is bitten by the tsetse fly 
death is alniost certain. Nevertheless, few 
white men have been thus afflicted. 


Warns Kermit Roosevelt. 
“The danger from acute malaria, or black 
water fever, is worse for white men. Of 
course, we all have malaria all the time. 
We have fevers every week or month, but 
every one carries a bottle of quinine and in 
most cases the illness is merely irritating. 
Only young people are in real danger from 
this source, and for this reason Mr. Roose- 
velt should exercise great care with regard 
to his son. Several of our younger priests 
died of the acute fever after only_a few days’ 
illness. I think it comes from staying out 
after 6 o'clock. We are right on the equator, 
so the sun sets at 6 o'clock every night in 
the year, a chill wind begins to blow, and a 
heavy dew falls. This is the danger time. 

*“ As to wild beasts, well, I have traveled 
hundreds of miles through the forests on 
a donkey with no other weapon than an 
umbrella. The animals are there, lions, 
leopards, hyenas, rhinos, buffalo, and deer, 
but they are more anxious to avoid man 
than to meet him. They will prowl around 
your tent at night, but they dare not attack, 
as a rule. Only the crocodiles are danger- 
ous, and because of them the natives of the 
country never learned the art of swimming,” 


Bothered by Hospitality. 
A prospective member of the Roosevelt 
hunting expedition gave an illustrated repre- 
sentation in the evening to a fashionable 
audience in Fullerton hall, the Art institute, 
of the “desperate chances which our be- 
loved ex- president will take on his perilous 
journey.“ 
The natives bothered us almost all the 
way with their hospitality.“ said Carl Ake- 
ley, head taxidermist of the Field museum, 
who was the speaker, and who covered the 
field he already had traversed in a published 
article. There is one place in the direct line 
of Mr. Roosevelt’s march where the natives 
will probably bring him a basket of straw- 
berries and other delicacies of Afica, covered 
with roses!” 
On slides the lecturer showed pictures of 
the tramcars and mentioned their advan- 
tages over those of this country. | 
They contain only space for two,“ he said, 
with no standing room or conditions for 
producing ‘the straphanger arm,’ and they 
run frequently and fast.“ 
He told further of the excellent train serv- 
ice over the 100 miles of supposedly deadly 
waste, where travelers are said to die from 
pestilence, thirst, and fever.

free list and the United States, under the 
present law, has no means of retaliation. 

Under the new fdariff bill, whether a tax 
on coffee is provided or not, there will bea 
club to compel Brazil to abandon this import 
tax so far as the United States is concerned 
or else submit to a discriminating tariff un- 
cer the new maximum and minimum system 
which is to be put in force this year for the 
first time in the United States. 

Economic advocates of a tax on coffee take 
the ground that inasmuch as Brazil supplies 
at the present time seven-ninths of our en- 
tire importation, we could put a tax of 5 
cents per pound on coffee imported into the 
United States and Brazil, in order to meet the 
sharp competition which would follow with 
Mexico, Honduras, Costa Rica, and, finally, 
Porto Rico, would be compelled, even with- 
out the operation of our maximum and mini- 
mum tariff, to repeal its export tax under the 
famous valorization scheme. 


Income When Most Needed. 

The result would be that the revenue, ac- 
cording to these thedrists amounting to some- 
thing like $40,000,000 a year, would go into 
the treasury of the United States at a time 
when it was greatly needed. The Brazilian 
treasury would be the loger, and the price to 
the consumer in the United States would 
remain about the same so far as the Bra- 
zilian product was concerned, amounting, as 
explained; to something like seven-ninths of 
the entire importation into the United States. 

Many dealers and importers are honestly 
opposed to a specific tax upon coffee, because 
they say that it would prove burdensome in 
the case of the low grade coffee and might not 
be felt in the case of those of higher price. 
To all practical purposes, however, the Bra- 
zilian crop may be taken as representing the 
entire importation, and the duty proposed 
now is only equal to the export tax collected 
by Brazil itself. 

Porto Rican advocates of a customs on cof- 
fee put their claims on a somewhat higher 
ground. They insist that if they are treated 
as part of the United States to such an extent 
that they are compelled to pay duty on every 
article they import from abroad they are en- 
titled to a fair measure of protection for their 
own staples. 


More Money to Porto Rico. 

More and more, real American money Is 
going into coffee plantations in Porto Rico. 
The cost of labor and of living generally in 
the islands ig much larger than in Brasil. 
The Porto Rican planters say if they can 
have the benefit of a protective duty of 5 
cents per * they will be able to furnish 
employment at lucrative wages for every 
laborer on the island, and that in a few 
years under a protective policy they will 
be able to furnish a large percentage of the 
coffee consumed in the United States. 

It is a well known fact that the coffee pro- 
duced in Porto Rico is at least the equal of 
the best grade from the Brazilian market. 
Manyarmy officers and others who have lived 
on the island have brought home bags of 
Porto Rican coffee in the belief that it is 
superior to anything to be obtained on the 
western continent. Prior to the Spanish 
war a certain grade of Porto Rican coffee 
found a ready sale in England at large, and 
even at fancy prices. At that time the culti- 
vation of coffee was exceedinkly profitable 
and it was the largest crop of the island in its 
money value. After the war, and especially 
after the ravages of the great hurricane, the 
coffee industry was badly injured. 

The result was that the Porto Rican plant- 
ers found themselves utterly unable to com- 
pete with the coffee raised by the cheaper 
labor of Brazil and of Central America. The 
European markets were lost entirely, and 
yet the United States, which had increased 
the cost of living to planters and laborers 
alike, did not supply a market in any way 
exclusive to Porto Rico, because coffee was 
on the free list. 


Demand Repeal of Lumber Duty. 

Congressmen already have received notice 
that the farmers of the country, and ticu- 
larly of The treeless states in the west, have 
been thoroughly organized and expect to 
make their influence felt in behalf of a reduc- 
tion or a complete repeal of the tariff on lum- 
ber. They are flooding the .congressmen 
with letters asserting that the price of lum- 
ber has been increased since the Dingley 
bill was enacted, in some cases by as much as 
200 per cent, and they take the ground that 
this increase will continue unless the tariff 
is abolished altogether or reduced to such 
an extent as to encourage importations from 
Canada, either at once, or at least whenever 
prices in America get too high.

Mill Owners Keep Active. \ 

The mill owners and active lumbermen 
have done a great deal of good work in Wash- 
ington. They have succeeded in showing 
to the satisfaction of many members that 
a rate of $2 a thousand on lumber is much 
smaller on an ad valorem basis than is 
granted for the protection of any other im- 
portant industry, and they insist that it is 
unfair to them to take their duty off entirely 
while at the same time they are compelled to 
pay high prices for food and supplies for 
their men, for forage, and horses, for the 
equipment of lumber railroads, and for prac- 
tically everything which enters into the first 
cost of cutting down the trees and prepar- 
ing them for use as manufactured lumber. 

Between the farmer who wants free lum- 
ber and the lumberman who wants a duty of 
$2 a thousand there is a half way station

been withdrawn and that the archives have 
been turned over to the American consul. 
Mr. Gregory probably will take refuge upon 
one of the American armored cruisers now 
‘at Corinto, a port upon the Pacific coast of 
Nicaragua. It is the purpose of the admin- 
istration to keep vessels in the vicinity of 
Nicaragua as long as possible. 

As soon as the armored cruiser squadro 
shall start for Magdalena bay to engage in 
the annual spring target practice the gun- 
beat Yorktown will appear at Corinto and 
take whatever measuses may be necessary 
for the protection of American interests. The 
cruiser Tacoma and gunboat Dubuque are 
now hurrying to the Atlantic coast of the 


ottending republic. 


Result of Many Offenses. 

The withdrawal of Mr. Gregory is the re- 
sult of a series of offenses which have been 
perpetrated upon the American representa- 
tives, American citizens, and American in- 
terests generally. Believing the United 
States would not resort to extreme measures, 
President Zelaya has taken every opportu- 
nity to show his contempt for its legation. 
On account of his attitude, Minister Coolidge 
tendered his resignation to the state de- 
partment some months ago. 

Mr. Gregory’s position has been even worse, 
although he should have enjoyed respect 
as chargé d'affaires. Nicaraguans who are 
friendly to this country have remained away 
from the legation because they feared Ze- 
laya would learn of their call and punish 
them for violating his orders. Americans 
have been arrested and thrown into jail, 
and the American representative has not 
been allowed access to them. 


Agrees to Arbitrate; Fails. 

Zelaya agreed more than a year ago to ar- 
bitrate at is known as the Emery olaim, 
a claim a ng out of the cancellation ofa 
concession held by an American, but he has 
seen fit to place every obstacle in the way 
of the appointment of the arbitral tribunal. 
Mr. Gregory's representations, made upon 
the instruction of the state department, 
have been contemptuously disregarded and 
he has been treated more like an impertinent 
messenger boy than as the representative of 
the United States. 

He himself has described his position as 
terrible and humiliating in the extreme, and 


the brutal policy that Zelaya consistently 
has pursued. The department of state has 
had a great deal of sympathy for the young 
man, especially when it learned that through 
the Nicaraguan minister in Washington Ze- 
laya was receiving reports discrediting Gre- 
gory’s character and publishing them broad- 
cast for the purpose of ending his usefulness 
not only in Nicaragua but throughout Cen- 
tral America. 


Mexican Wishes Are Consulted. 

It was to strengthen Gregory's hand that 
two armored cruisers were detached from 
the squadron under command of Rear Ad- 
miral Swinburne and ordered to Corinto, the 
intention being that the commanders of 
these vessels. should go in full uniform to 
Managua and by their presence exercise a 
wholesome moral influence upon the presi- 
dent and his cabinet. 

Cables from the naval commanders have 
substantiated the reports of Gregory and 
the result is the decision instantly to sever 
diplomatic relations with the Central Amer- 
ican republic. 

Before proceeding to these extreme meas- 
ures the state department consulted with 
the Mexican government through its am- 
bassador in Washington. For the last two 
years every disposition has been manifested 
by the authorities here to consider the i 
terest of Mexico in Central America. 

This has been most satisfying to Mexican 
pride, and indeed has been an assurance to 
all of Latin. America that the United States 
had no ulterior design upon Central Amer- 
ican territory. Mexico stands perfectly 
ready to throw troops into Nicaragua for 
the purpose of policing the country if neces- 
sary. At this stage, however, no such action 
is contemplated. In the case of Venezuela 
the effect of the withdrawal of the American 
minister was to weaken the influence of Gen. 
Castro to such an extent that he was forced 
to leave the country in order to prevent his 
overthrow. 


Zelaya to Follow CastroP 

The several disputes with Venezuela, in- 
cluding the long standing, asphalt contro- 
versy, were readily set by the Gomez 
government because of the fteed it had of 
receiving American’ recognition. 

It is believed in diplomatic circles here 
that President Zelaya's influence will wane 
from now on and that it will not be long 
before he joins Castro in other climes. His 
harsh and repressive domestic policy, his 
constant looting of the country, th® fact that 
he has not one friénd among the other Cen- 
tral American presidents, and, finally, the 
action of the United States unquestionably 
will precipitate a revolution, which would 
mean, if reports are to be believed, his early 
downfall. 

The United States and Mexico have a 
handle for intervention in the treaties signed 
at the Central American peace conference 
at Washington in 1907. Under these treaties 
the neutrality of Honduras is guaranteed 
and each republic is pledged not to interfere

THE HARBOR ENTERPRISE. 
The important proposals of the Chicago 
Dock and Canal company deserve the 
cateful consideration of the publie and its 
representatives. They are sure to be the 
subject of discussion, and we shall not 


wait long before hearing from the cham- 
pions of municipal ownership. 


Happily the community is well advised 
as to the principles underlying the pres- 
ent situation, since they were involved in 
the traction problem also and were thor- 
oughly thrashed out in the course of ‘ts 
solution—a solution with which the city 
is now so well satisfied, 

As in the traction settlement so in this 
matter of the harbor the city apparently 
ig confronted by two factors—present 
need and want of present means. If these 
be conceded, and we believe they must be, 
the relative desirability of municipal own- 
ership and private enterprise is really ir- 
relevant. The question seems to be not 
“Shall we have municipal docks or pub- 
licly regulated docks under private owner- 
ship and operation?” but “ Shall we have 
the latter or none at all?” 

Tue TRIBUNE does not believe in mu- 
nicipal ownership, especially under the 
conditions which prevail in American 
cities at this time; but, waiving that ques- 
tion, it believes the majority of the com- 
munity will recognize our common press- 
ing need for harbor development, and it 
believes it may be accomplished along the 
lines of the traction settlement, and, as to 
physical plans, in accordance with the 
recommendations of the harbor commis- 
sion report. 

Our opinion of the proper and necessary 
manner of dealing with this situation coin- 
cides with that of the chairman of the 
harbor commission, Mr. John M. Ewen, 
who is probably at this time the best in- 
formed man in the city on the needs of 
Chicago as a port, present and future. 
Mr. Ewen points to our traction ordi- 
nance as the safe model for the harbor 
plan, which should provide for liberal 
compensation to the city, the fullest pow- 
ers of surveillance and regulation, and 
the right to the city to take over upon 
specified equitable terms. 

This THe TRIBUNE believes to be not 
merely the best plan but the only prac- 
tieable one by which the city may have 
its harbor facilities promptly developed. 

So far as the Chicago Dock and Canal 
company is concerned, while it possesses 
rights which must be respected, they are 
well defined and limited rights, so that 
the city is by no means at the mercy of 
this corporation, but may deal with it or 
another, once the state has delegated to 
the municipality the necessary powers 
as befits the publie good. The city has a 
right to drive the best of bargains and 
its representatives should see to that. 


CURE THE DEFECT. 

If a number of Chicagoans 
put their money together and erect an 
office building it is only by resorting to 
a subterfuge that they can become incor- 
porated. The fear that if corporations 
were permitted to do a real estate busi- 
ness they would acquire and hold perpetu- 
ally extensive tracts of land was respon- 
sible for an illiberal feature of the cor- 
porations act which has for many years 
been harmful to Chicago real estate. The 
general assembly has been asked several

It would 
cast for them the solid vote of its disci- 
plined workers and give them a lead which 
i might be hard to overcome unless they 
were generally recognized as inferior mea. 
Unorganized voters must have a good 
cause to defeat an “ organization.”

PEACE, NOT WAR. 

Some days ago THe Trisune took oc- 
easion to urge upon union labor leaders 
the expediency of industrial peace at the 
present time. The resort to strikes for 
wage advance or in the enforcement of 
other demands, except where conditions 
not only plainly justify it but make it 
imperative, is especially deplorable be- 
cause in the world of business enterprise 
normal activity and prosperity are not 
yet fully restored. We therefore pointed 
out that in the real interest of organized 
labor, as well as that of employers and 
of that innocent third party to all trade 
disputes, the general public, contests 
should be avoided wherever justice, fair 
play, restraint, and enlightened self-inter- 
est could find a way out by mutual com- 
promise. 

Tus Trispungz now repeats this counsel 
of good citizenship to the employers in 
the building trades of this city. It seems 
to be needed. 

Chicago is heart sick of labor wars 
and has a right to protest vigorously and 
effectually agaimst this headlong belliger- 
ency. She is sick of getting the bricks 
that others throw, of paying bills that 
others run up. It costs nothing for irate 
disputants to talk of demanding police 
protection and war to the finish. But it 
costs the city and the business community 
much. 

The building industry is today prosper- 
ing, and it is of great interest to the city 
that the present widespread building op- 
erations should not be checked by untime- 
ly, illiberal, and heady policy. It may be 
that the advance asked by the tile layers 
is excessive. If so, it is subject to arbi- 
tration and, we believe, if the employers 
will show a proper spirit, will be modified. 
But certain it is that the city and the 
public have a right to have their interests 
considered before war is declared, and it 
is certain also that neither the union nor 
the employers are justified in assuming a 
pugnacious policy at this stage of their 
negotiations, 

Let us have peace.

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METHODISM: CHURCHES AND 
BISHOPS. 


ING FREDERICK seems to be in sert- 
ous danger of losing a portion of his 
kingdom. For iceland is bent on cut- 
ting herself entirely adrift from Den- 
mark, and determined to restore the 

ancient republican government, which 1s 
identified in the history of the island with 
the latter’s greatest prosperity ahd glory. 
iceland has by the terms of a charter grant- 
ed by the late King Christian in 1874, almost 
complete home rule, the legislative power 
bemg vested in an island diet, known as the 
aithing, consisting of forty members, of 
whom thirty-four’ are elécted by popular 
suffrage, and six nominated by the king. 

A ndnigter for Iceland, nominated by the 
king, and residing at Keikjavik, the capital 
of the island, is the responsible head of the 
administration and the executive. For sév- 
eral years past the minister has been Hannes 
Hafstein, who represented a policy of good 
understanding between Iceland and Den- 
mark. But he has been driven to resign by 
the overwhelming majority of the legisla- 
ture, and by popular sentiment, and the for- 
mer has nominated to succeed him Bjorn

Iceland to secede without striking a blow, or 
if he will send an army thither in order to 
re@stablish his authority there, crushing all 
nationalist aspirations, 

Although Iceland is out of the beaten track 
of the Amerncan tourist, it possesses many 
interesting associations with this country, 
and therefore the impeniiing crisis in its at- 
fairs is worthy of more “han passing notice. 


It is from Iceland that came the first Eu- 


ropean discoverers of America, who a thou- 
sand years ago had their prosperous settle- 
ments all along the New England coast, as 
far south as Long Island. it was to Ice- 
land that Columbus went for information 
about the new world, before starting out on 
the first of his epoch making voyages across 
the Atlantic. He is known to have spent 
several months in the great Thingore monas- 
tery, delving amongst the old manuscript 
Sagas for data concerning the tenth cen- 
tury Icelandic colony of Viniand, on the 
Massachusetts coast, and it was the know!l- 
edge thus obtained that emboldened him to 
sail later on to the western hemisphere. 
Moreover, iceland has turnished both to the 
United States and Canada some of their most 
industrious and useful immigrants.

Iceland's grievance against Denmark. like 
that of Ireland against England, is of an 
economic rather than of a political origin 
So long as the Icelanders were free to trade 
with whom they listed, their island fiour- 
ished. They carried on an extensive com- 
merce with Great Britain and Germany, 
and it was in a large measure owing to its 
prosperity and to its unrestricted intercourse 
with foreign nations that in pre-reformation 
times it was the center of much culture and 
learning, as is shown by its beautiful medie- 
val literature, which exists to this day, and 
is of so priceless value to students. 

When Denmark established her hold upon 
Iceland she pledged herself to maintain the 
advantages of autonomy, and of unhampered 
foreign trade, until then enjoyed by the 
island. But as has been so often the case 
with other countries, she failed to fulfill her 
promises, and gradually filched every vestige 
of that commercial independence which had 
been guaranteed to the island by the treaty 
of union. She put a stop to Iceland’s thriv- 
ing trade with the Hanse cities, and es- 
pecially with Great Britain, converting it 
into a Danish monopoly, for the benefit of 
Danish, and not of icelandic purses; and not 
content with this, subjected the people to 
onerous taxation, without conferring upon 
them any corresponding benefits. 

Under the circumstances, industry and 
commerce were reduced to such an extent 
that the people lost most of their interest in 
life.. Famine, as well as sheep and cattle 
diseases and epidemics, devastated the 
island throughout the eighteenth century, 
and to such a condition of destitution and 
misery was it reduced at the beginning of 
the nineteenth century that it was seriously 
proposed to move the surviving remnant of 
the population to the mainland, in order to 
preserve it from extinction through starva- 


tion.

Editor of The Trib- 
une.]—There has been so much said of late 
about the doings of ministers and d 
ot the Methodist church that a plain state- 
ment may be of interest to nonmethodists. 

The original idea of the church was that 
of an absolute monarchy. John Wesley 
appointed two men as bishops—Coke and As- 
bury. They came to the United States to 
organize the Methodist church. 

They called the preachers together in Bal- 
timore in 1784 and Asbury after feeling the 
putse asked the preachers to vote on his ap- 
pointment as bishop. For this John Wesley 
wrote reproving Asbury for so doing. 

Wesley looked upon Washington as a rebel 
and would have governed the Methodist 
church as King Geotge would have’ gov- 
erned the colonies, This policy was repel- 
lent to the Amertean ideals of government. 
There has been 3 struggle tween the 
American and English ideals ever since the 
organization of the church. 

The main attack has been upon the abso- 
lute power and life tenure of the bishops. 
Theoretically there is no appeal except to 
his pocketbook for a member of a Metho- 
dist church. As the preacher is sent to a 
church without a contract or fixed salary, his 


No Methodist minister's so-called sal 
ary ig a claim at law, nor is it subject to 
attachment by his creditors. The power of 
the bishops and of the preachers has been 
gradually curtailed until there are as many 


laymen in the supreme lawmaking body o? 


the churth—the general conference—as there 
are ministere. The life tenure of the epis- 
copal office has been limited to a possible 
term of four years by indirection, in su- 
perannuating them at the general confer- 
ence, which meets every four years. This 
fiction is seen in the fact that men have 
been laid aside for any reason that could 
secure a majority vote of the members of 
the general conference. This Rock River 
conference has seven ministers and seven 
laymen in each general conference. If a 
bishop should displease these men by his 
administration these fourteen votes could 
be used to superannuate him at the next 
session of the conference. 

But a more serious limitation has come 
to be placed upon the appointing power of 
the bishops. ‘There is an unwritten or ‘‘com- 
mon law that is practically as binding 
as the statute law, by which there are three 
parties to every appointment, the bishop, the 
preacher, and the church or congregation. 
In the smaller churches the district super- 
intendent acts for the bishop as his deputy. 
In the larger churches the transaction is by 
the consent of the three parties in interest. 
When the adjustment can be made satis- 
factorily to all these there is harmonious 
codperation. Whenever either the bishop, 
preacher, or church undertakes to ignore the 
wishes of the others there is friction. By 
free consultation and mutual concessions 
there are more than sixteen thousand ap- 
pointments made every year in the Metho- 
dist Episcopal church without a creak in 
the machinery. 

This common law practice Is as binding as 
the statute law of the church and the com- 
mon sense and good judgment of the bish- 
ops, ministers, and of the churches recog- 
nizes the common law” practice. 

When a bishop ignores this custom of con- 
sideration and effort at satisfactory adjust- 
ment, two things may follow: the church 
without loss to its standing may claim that 
its moral obligation to pay the appointee of 
the ‘bishop has been canceled, and the 
preacher appointed must find another church 
or suffer not only in the loss of support but 
in the estimation of his brother preachers 
and of other churches. 

No preacher can afford to hold a pulpit 
where he is not welcome or fails to win the 
congregation's support 

In twenty-five years I do not know of a 
church that has suffered in its ecclesiast!- 
cal Standing because of its rebellion against 
the arbitrary action of a bishop. But sev- 
eral bishops have been “ superannuated ” 
because they have ignored the great com- 


mon law that has grown up in the church.

‘Fanciful? Probably, and yet such was 
the suggestion received from listening to 
the first movement of the Paderewski Sym- 
phony, which was played yesterday at the 
Thomas orchestra concert in Orchestra hall 
for the first time in Chicago. The picture 
may not be the one the composer had in 
his mind when he wrote the movement, but 
such was the one that several hearings of 
the music fixed in mine. The meditative, 
soft shaded opening is the same in mood as 
is that which prefaces Hans Sachs’ St. 
John's Day revery. 

It is not a copy of the Wagner music in 
material or in phrase, but in mood it is close 
akin. It seems to be music that tells of a 
man who dreams—who dreams in thought- 
fulness and calmness. The sigh is there for 
those who so interpret the little episode made 
up of the spreading figure of the wood winds 
and the saddened answer from the strings, 
and its transformation later into an utter- 
ance of courage is also there if the listener 
so translates it. 

The martial glory of Poland is written 
large across all the rest of the movement's 
score, and the brave, strong hope that comes 
of glory yet to be is easily discoverable in 
the latter half of it, while the one short, 
hymniike phrase for organ speaks of the 
peace and quietude that come to the dream- 
er's soul. 

The second movement, too, is meditative. 
It is as if the dreamer recalled again his 
country’s greatness, but it is the mental 
rather than the mdrtial mights of its masters 
that now busy his thought. The singers, the 
poets who made Poland's culture known 
throughout the world are remembered and 
their greatness honored in a lament which, 
while it is elegiac rather than tragic, ends 
with a hint of the impending disaster that is 
to crush this mental power as it crushed the 
national individuality. This movement is 
filled with lyric beauty, but the lyricism 
takes on a rhapsodic mood. 

The third movement is program music full 
confessed. Here a given program is out- 
lined by the composer and is easily followed, 
dealing as it does with the incidents of the 
Polish revolution. It is strong battle music, 
the climax, in which the overwhelming pow- 
er of the Russian forces crushes down the 
fighters for liberty, being uncommonly im- 
pressive. This is exceptionally conceived 
and is carried out with exceptional success. 
There is immense dramatic power in this 
moment and in the pause and broken spir- 
ited utterance that follow it, and the audi- 
ence yesterday felt the full force of the 
power.

It cannot de- 
pend on individual capitalists to build all 
that are needed. Men will not go into a 
partnership to do it. The legislature 
should authorize the formation of corpora- 
tions for the purpose.

present. He is not an ultra-modern to the 
extent of discrediting all that has been done 
or conceived in the past. He is a respecter 
and lover of the beautiful, and he finds 
beauty in that which the master minds before 
him have bequeathed to us. But he thinks as 
the modern man thinks, and therefore his 
music must possess the pictorial and the 
dramatic elements. 

He has givén us no program for the 
first two movements of his symphony, but the 
story they contain is not difficult to dis- 
cover. He has written boldly and freely, but 
he has not forgotten that beauty is in the 
main the precious part in music and that mel- 
ody is its vital force. His music all sounds 
well. It is colorful and rich, but its color and 
its richness are those of beauty. He can 
speak harshly and dissonantly, too, but his 
utterances at such times have justification. 
The rest is of the kind that soothes rather 
than irritates the ears of the listener. 

His orchestration recalls strongly that of 
Wagner—the Wagner of Meistersinger 
and “ The Ring.“ Not that there is any- 
thing of imitation, but the coloring and the 
manner are those of Wagner at his best— 
and a better master could not be found. The 
thematic material is much of it of the short 
phrased, motiflike kind that is usual in the 
present day, but there also is a liberal 
amount of full, broad phrased melody that 
gives a splendid lyric flow to the music as 
a whole. The skill in development and han- 


dung of the theme tie material is masterly— 


the work of a thorough musician who has 
made all technical resource his own, who 
knows what he wants and how to accom- 
plish it.

The symphony suffers most through its 
great length. Being music in which the 
meditative and the lyric moods are promi- 
nent, it is apt to impress as diffuse when 
heard for the first time, and even repeated 
hearings leave the feeling that a judicious 
curtailment of certain portions of the score 
would add vastly to the dramatic impressive- 
ness of the whole and strengthen both the 
pictorial and the musical power of the work. 
The performance lasted one hour and seven 
minutes, the pauses between the movements 
being included, and the audience, although 
attentive, found the length of the work its 
heaviest tax. The third movement, de- 
scriptive of the revolution, is the most in- 
stant in ite appeal, because brilliantly col- 
ored, dramatic, and easily graspéd, but the

of Panama. Within that territory, includ- 
ing the Caribbean islands, practically every 
product, tropical and temperate, which man 
éonsumes may be produced. Central Amer 
sea if our hothouse and conservatory, with 
the door locked and the gardeners using their 
pruning knives on one amother instead of 
on the plants. 

This region ought to support a population 
of 30,000 000 amd have a trade with | 
the United States of at least $500,- 
000,000 annually instead of the $56,- 
o00,000 at present. Its size, as well 
es its extent. will be a surprise to the aver 
age man. The area of Central America 
proper—of Guatemala, Salvador, Honduras, 
Nicaragua, Costa Rica, and Paname-—is 201,- 
000 square miles; three and one-half times 
that of Lllinois, twice that of Kansas with 
Tennessee included, equal to that of Illinois. 
Pennsylvania and New York combimed, near- 
ly twice that of Italy and exceeding that of 
Japan by 30 per cent. ‘ 


Region Sparsely Populated. 
Central America's total population ie little 
more than that of the island of Luzon in the 
Philippines, which is only one-fifth the size. 


There are only seventeen people to the square 


mile, while In the United States there are 
twenty-five. Exclude Salvador, where the 
population is dense, and the number falls 
under thirteen to the square mile. In Hon- 
duras and Nicaragua it is barely ten. 

Honduras, which is of the same area as 
Lugon, has only 500,000 souls. The total area 
of the Philippines is 127,000 square miles, or 
about 60 per cent of that of Central America, 
while the population is about double. Our 
Share of Central American imports 2 80 per 
cent, and of Philippine imports 30 per cent, 
including the heavy censumption of Amer- 
ican goods by our garrisons. 

The Philippines are twenty-five days dis- 
tant, and Central America from two to five. 
One is a geographical neighbor, and the other 
a geographical stranger. When we need 
tropical products we should naturally go 
next door for them instead of across the Pa- 
cifle. Had the money we spent in putting the 
Philippine house in order been spent with the 
game object in Central America, we should 
already have the principal back, with interest 
accumulating on the investment. 

The value of location and of stable govern- 
ment for a piece of tropical lend is iNustrated 
by Cuba, with a population of 1,955,000, which 
has a trade of $218,000.000—and $144,000,000 
of this is with the United States—or nearly 
twice that of the Philippines and Central 
America combined, with their 12,000,000 peo- 
ple. Everything which the Philippines pro- 
duces except hemp could be produced equally 
well in Central America. 


Monroe Doctrine Upholds Tyranny. 

All- figures and facts tell the same story. 
Central America is worse governed than the 
Philippines or Cuba ever were jn the days 
of the worst Spanish captains general, 
thanks to the blessed name of republic, which 
ig the cloak to the worst form of tyranny in 
the world, which, however, could not exist 
except for the Monroe doctrine.’ 

Only the bounty of nature and foreign man- 
agement produce such trade as there is in the 
face of unscientific taxation and every: hu- 
man handicap. Through her two great 
staples of bananas and coffee, Central Amer- 
ica manages to live. I have already written 
at length of the banana business, and how 
the prodigious development of the American 
market has saved Central America from even 
direr poverty tham she now euffers. While 
she now sends 25,000,000 bunches to the 
United States annually, there five states are 
capable of producing ten times that amount, 
which eventually the United States amd Eu- 
rope will consume. 

Central America is shaped like a fish's 
back, plus the lowlande on either side, which 
form the hot, tropical banana growing coun- 
try. Im many places a man could tra vei by 
an hour's train ride down to his banana 
plantation and back every day to the cool 
uplands, where he would sleep under a blan- 
ket; and he might also-have a coffee planta- 
tion. The beet coffee on the American conti- 
nent is grown om this Central American back- 
bone. It thrives ae low as 1,000 feet above 
sea level and as high as 5,000 feet, but best at 
from 2,000 to 3,000 feet. Nature is responsible 
for conditions of soil and climate which even 
misgovermmment cannot destroy. Heavy ex- 
port taxes have not been able to stay produc- 
tion, for coffee is the main source of revenue 
to the state. 

Nabobs on Fifty Acrew. 

In Costa Rica, the only Central American 
country where the Germans are not pretty 
well in control of the plantations, the old 
Spanish families will sell their jewelry and 
every other valuable before they will en- 
danger the loss of their land. On fifty acres 
one can be a nabob. With scientific taxation 
and good government, Central America would 
probably double her output of coffee in five 
years. When the canal is built, the planters 
of the west coast will not have to pay trans- 
1 rallroad charges in order to ship

Equally false is the contention that hard 
labor is impossible in hot countries. ‘The

e climate of the Central American high- 
lands is better for producing strong men 
and women than that of parts of the United 
States. : 

Because we see miserable, scrofulous look- 
ing people on our travels, it does not follow 
that the climate produces them. Quite the 
contrary is true. A German trained 
colonel, by putting a company of ets 
under a German régime of regular hours, 
pro exercise, and sufficient food, devel- 
oped a body of strong, athletic men within 
@ year in Honduras. The average native 
is undern hed. He exists by a process of 
hibernatiofl, as it were, the year round, in 
the midst of a fine corn and cattle growing 
country. 

The same soll which grows the jungle 
with its miasma will, with equal luxuriance, 
under tillage, grow food and fiber. Java, 
which supports a population of 80,000,000 
people, and is no larger than Honduras, has 
demonstrated what intensive farming means 
when applied to tropical soil. The unhealthi- 
ness of the tropics can be overceme in the 
same way that the unhealthiness of the tem- 
perate zone is overcome. Under the same 
insanitary conditions that exist in Central 
American cities typhoid would rage in any 
city of the United States. The mortality 
would be enormous; the population would 
decrease rather than increase. Cultivation 
made the Camjagna in the time of ancient 
Rome free from fever. When you consider 
that England had a population of 3,000,000 in 
the time of Elizabeth, the part that sanita- 
tion has played in the increase of popula- 
tion is evident. 


Situation Solves Health Problem. 


On the canal zone we have an example of 
the effects of sanitation in the Aropics. 
Though the régime has lasted only five years, 
it is no longer a hardghip for most of the 
employés to live in what was originally one 
of the unheal parts of Centra] America. 
The canal commission has had to issue an 
order that employés shall take their vaca- 
tion away from the isthmus, because some 
of them prefer to remain there. If we went 
half clothed at home and lived in the prim- 
itive manner of the Iroquois we should have 
a parallel to the way that the Central 
American natives live. The adaptation ot 
the science of modern Uving to warm cell- 
mates is all that is necessary to make a 
paradise of the Central American highlands. 


MAY ELEVATE CHICAGO PRIEST. 


Catholic Clergy Doubt Rumor That 
Buffalo Pastor Will Be Named 
Bishop of Peoria. 


Chicago priests place little faith in the 
rumor from Buffalo that the Rev. James F. 
MeGloin of the Church of the Blessed Sacra- 
ment of that city would be appointed bishop 
of Peoria by the pope. 

It is believed the bishops of Illinois did 
not recommend for the place any priests ex- 
cept those stationed in this province. It is 
certain that the three men recommended by 
the irremovable rectors of the Peoria . ese 
are priests of the diocese. 

If the choice fails to fall on one of these 
it is expected that a Chicago priest, probably 
either the Rev. E. M. Dunne, chancellor of 
the archdiocese, or the Rev. Edward Kelly, 
pastor of St. Anne’s church, will receive the 
honor. Father MecGloin was secretary to 
Archbishop Quigley when the latter was 
bishop of Buffalo.

Edward Hughes, Civil War Veteran, 
Celebrates 90th Birthday at 
Daughter’s Home. 


Edward Hughes, said to be the oldest vet- 
eran of the civil war in the state, will cele- 
brate his ninetieth birthday today at the 
home of his daughter, Mrs. W. H. Boughton, 
3458 Cottage Grove avenue.

MN utter contrast to Mr. Snaith's book is 
“THE CLIMBER,” by E. F. Benson. In 
this case the heroine is almost as in- 
telligent as Becky Sharp, and like 
that wicked little person, she is dom- 

inated by @ relentless and adroit sel- 
fishnese. She begins as Lucia Grim- 
son of Brixton, who u nobody in par- 
ticular, save the ward ef two eccentric old 
aunts; but by hook and crook she succeeds 
in becoming Lady Brayton, the most original 
and daring of smart London ladies. It comes 
about quite inevitably that when one of the 
old aunts dies and the other lives in ever in- 
creasing poverty, Lucia dismisses the annoy- 
ing circumstance from her mind and lets her 
old benefactress go all but hungry. 

Lucia had, indeed, far more important 
things to think about.

The London of Mr. Benson, though inter- 
esting, is not universally wicked. There are 
a number of straightforward persons in it, 
and though it must be confeesed that they 
are no more than a background to their more 
brilliant and less scrupulous playfellows, 
‘they at least afford the reader a moral spar to 
which to cing, so to speak, amid the trou- 
blous sea of vanities. The sea of vanities 
seems, according to Mr. Benson's observa- 
tion, to get up some dreadful little storms— 
storms that wreck pleasure craft of all sorts 
and varieties—and the reader lays down the 
book with a pleasant sense of being beached 
on some duller but safer shore. 

With Mr. Benson, the story is not the chief 
thing. His study of the destructive force of 
a shallow, capable, ambitious, and unmoral 
mind is scientific, ne doubt, but the subject 
would not justify a 400 page novel if it were 
not for the author's own peculiar personality. 
lt is a wenuine entertainment to watch the 
play of his mind. He is, one surmises, 80 
much brighter than any of his characters 
that it sometimes seems a pity he has to 
come into communication with the reader 
through the medium of fiction. It would be 
delightful to have him confide his briiliancy 
by some more direct method. 

He says things that you feel you would like 
to have him say more about—or if there be 
no more to say, at least you would like to sit 
in sociel silence with him and think about it.

“Boilermaker” Scorns Proposal of

New York, March 12.—Hugh McIntosh, who 
promoted the world’s championship prize 
fight between Johnson and Burns in Sydney, 
arrived today on the steamer Mauretania 
from Liverpool. McIntosh announced before 
leaving Australia that he had a purse of 
$50,000 to offer for a fight between Johnson 
and James J. Jeffries if the two men would 
consent to fight for the world’s championship 
in Australia. 

McIntosh said today that he would be sat- 
isfied for the contest to take place in either 
England, France, or Australia, but preferred 
England. He said his sole purpose in coming 
here was to see Jeffries and try to induce him 
to take on Johnson. His offer of a $50,090 
purse stood, he declared. 

“Tam satisfied that Jeffries can be trained 
and brought into fit condition for the fight.“ 
said McIntosh. ‘‘ For him to enter the ring 
with Johnson without being in the best of 
condition, however, would be extremely fool- 
ish, for Johnson is a wonderful fighter. 

“ There is no man living who can beat John- 
son without being in the best of con- 
dition, and whether he can be  beat- 
en at all now remains to be seen.“

scornfully today when told of Hugh MédIntosh’s 
proposal to give a $50,000 purse for a Jeffries- 
Johnson battle.

Texas Authorities Will Prosecute the 
Champion if He Takes White 
Wife to That State. 


Galveston, Tex. March 12.—[Special.]—If Cham- 
pion Jack Johnson brings his white wife to Gal- 
veston he will be prosecuted under the Texas laws 
forbidding whites and blacks marrying. The re- 
ports that Johnson has a negro wife living here 
brought a reply from Johnson saying he was legally 
divorced from her and he would bring his white 
wife with him.

Discount Rates on Desirable 
Paper Encourage Revival 
of Enterprise. 


In its weekly review of Chicago trade 
Duns review, by R. G. Dun & Co., will 
gay in today's issue: 

“An unusually low number of trading de- 
faults this week reflects gratifying settle- 
ments this month, which generally is a time 
of heavy payments. Further testimony to 
the improving state of commerce is seen in 
” gnereasing movements of factory outputs, 
general merchandise, and grain. Money is 
aso in wider demand for the leading in- 
¢custries and currency outgo exceeds the re- 
ceipts, but discount rates for desirable paper 
remain favorable to borrowers and encour- 
age a revival of enterprise. 

“Production is yet upon a conservative 
basis. The iron and steel branches obtain 
a fair aggregate of new demands, al- 
though the readjustment of prices causes re- 
vision of estimates and delays commitments 
for equipment, bridge and track needs. Some 
contracts are closed for lake freighters of 
heavy tonnage and this improves the ship- 
building outlook. Specifications become more 
plentiful for plates and structural shapes 
and there is a moderate gain in forces at the 
rolling milis and forges. Car construction 
steadily expands. Railroad plans assure 
much work involving heavy outlays in the 
near future, and there is further accumu- 
lation of contemplated factory extensions 
and mercantile and hotel buildings. 


Demand for Building Material. 

* Enormous quantities of building materi- 
als are now required and this strengthens 
values for available supplies, brick now 
bringing a substantial advance in cost. 
Woodworkers have not yet got back to full 
capacity in furniture, but the outlook is im- 
proving. and the boxmakers and planing 
milis have good bookings for future deliv- 
eries. Hardwoods are yet scarce in certain 
grades and this sustains firm quotations for 
while current shipments of 
lumber compare favorably with those at 
this time last year, indicating that the 
ecnsumption is recovering. 

“Hide values developed more weakness 
through the ample extent of arrivals, but 
the leather market is steady and the shoe 
and belting producers enter more forward 
orders. 

Interior advices have an optimistic tone 
as to the outlook in agriculture. Winter 
wheat and rve growth progresses well and 
spring work on the farms is directed towards 
an effort to increase the seeding area. Coun- 
try stocks of winter merchandise show de- 
sirabic reduction.

„L' Reports Cause Buying, but No

Detailed reports of a number of railroade 
for January indicate that a resumption of 
normal conditions is fully under way. There 
is a notabie gain in most instances in freight 
revenues and expenditures for maintenance 
of way and for maintenance of equipment 
are showing increases over one year ago. 
The expansion in freight revenue furnishes 
evidence of increased business activity. 

The Hlinois Central for January shows a 
gain in freight revenue of $345,260.

Another feature of the reports is the rela- 
tively small gain in passenger revenues com- 
pared with January, 1908. The Illinois Cen- 
tral, in fact, shows a decrease of $13,532.

CHICAGO LIVE STOCK MARKET. 


CHICAGO, March 12.—Choice light hogs again 
met with favor with all buyers, and sold at an ad- 
vance of largely l(c over Thursday’s level, while 
the prime heavy offerings were readily disposed 
of at a gain of only ic. The trade had an active 
tone during the earlier hours, but after the ship- 
pers had filled most of their orders, packers op- 
erated on a more conservative scale, and values lost 
some of their initial firmness. The quality of the 
offerings was only fair, and this was, to some ex- 
tent, responsible for the closing weakness, all of 
the desirable fat hogs having been disposed of 
long before the market eased off. 

The usual Friday lethargy pervaded the cattle 
trade, but supplies were of such small volume that 
values were not materially affected. Most steers 
on the market were of plain quality, and sales at 
more than $6.00 were confined to small odd lote of 
stock which were of but minor importance. Re- 
ceipts of sheep and lambe were in excess of en- 
pectations, and prices of woolskins average about 
10c lower. Clipped lambs and sheep were dis- 
criminated against, and had to sell at a further 
recession of 1. general values for shorn stock 
being 500 lower than on last Monday. 


CATTLE. 


No changes of importance were made in the 
price of beef cattle, but the general outlet for all 
classes of stock was narrow, and it was fortunate 
that supplies were limited to only 2,000 head. A 
few odl ots of steers sold at from $6.10 to $6.70, 
including a few yearlings at $6.50, but $6.00 took 
the best full load of beeves included in the ar- 
rivals. while the great bulk of the offerings con- 
sisted of plain and medium steers, which cleared at 
from $4.7 to $5.65. Shippers were the principal 
buyers of the better grades, while the packers af- 
forded an outlet for the plainer offerings. 

Fresh arrivals consisted largely of butcher 
stock. Demand in this department) lacked the 
keen edge which characterized it earlier in the 
week, and salesmen had to do à great deal of 
peddling before they could effect a clearance with- 
out making concessions in values. Cows and 
heifers salable at $4.00 and better were first to 
find an outlet, but it was extremely dificult to in- 
duce packers to bid for the less desirable offerings, 
which looked as though they had come from dairy 
districts, and the market for such stock was in a 
subvertel condition, Prime veal calves sold up to 
$8.50, out in between grades were not wanted, and 
special concessions had to be made to attract bids.

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‘Self-Possessed Young Woman 
Foils Attempts to Shake 
Story of Executor’s Acts. 


EXPLAINS WIDOW’S SUIT. 
Miss Mary Fitzpatrick Testifies 


to Alleged Deceptions of 
Louis S. Owsley. 


Exciting skirmishes between witness and 
attorneys in which a quick witted, self-pos- 
sessed girl had the better of every tilt, marked 
the resumption yesterday of the case before 
Judge Charles 8. Cutting in which Mra. Mary 
Adelaide Yerkes petitions to oust Louis 8. 
Owsley ae executor of the estate of the late 
Charies T. Yerkes. 

Miss Mary Fitzpatrick, private secretary 
to Mrs. Yerkes, was placed on the witness 
stand at the beginning of the session and 
remained there until late in the afternoon 
when the examination of Clarence A. Knight 
began. He is representing Mrs. Yerkes in 
the case. 

On one of the occasions when Miss Fits- 
patrick took the direction of her testimony 
into her own hands she told what she knew 
of Mr. Owstley’s connection with the safety 
deposit vault in which the Yerkes jewels 
were kept. 

These jewels were in a vault conducted 
by a fidelity and trust company in New York,”’ 
she testified. ‘‘ Mr. Owsley had said to Mrs. 
Yerkes and me that he had an arrangement 
with Mr. Brewster of the trust company by 
which he signed a slip whenever he went to 
this vault.”’ 

“Mr. Owsley then had access to the box 
where these jewels were kept?” interrupted 
James J. Barbour of counsel for Mrs. Yerkes. 


Safety Vault Visited. 

Les.“ continued the witness. ‘“ But a 
week ago, when: Mrs. Yerkes and I were in 
New York we asked Mr. Brewster if he 
would let me see the slips Mr. Owsley told 
us he signed. Mr. Brewster told-us he knew 
of no such arrangement. He also said Mr. 
Owsley had been there several times when 
Mrs. Yerkes was not with him.“ 

Mr. Barbour and Francis Walker, attor- 
neys for Mrs. Yerkes, conducted the exami- 
nation of Miss Fitzpatrick. In clear tones 
that could be heard all over the courtroom 

and without hesitation or nervousness, she 
recited the history of events leading up to 
Mrs. Yerkes’ determination to have Mr. 
Owsley removed as executor. She said Mrs. 
Yerkes was led by one thing after another 
to the conclusion that he was charging her 
too much and was not doing the best that 
could be done for the estate. 


Mrs. Yerkes in Gay Mood. 

Mrs. Yerkes kept up a rapid fire of com- 
ment and whenever Miss Fitzpatrick made a 
telling reply she smiled encouragingly. 

Miss Fitzpatrick for a number of years 
was private secretary to the Chicago trac- 
tion magnate and prior to entering his serv- 
ice was a reporter on a New York’ news- 
paper. 

She was examined with reference to Mrs. 
Yerkes’ desire to retain her home in New 
York. 

What was the conversation between Mrs. 
Yerkes and Mr. Owsley in New York about 
Jan. 1, 1907? she was asked. 

“Mrs. Yerkes said to Mr. Owsley, ‘ Lou, 
this is my house and I want it,’ to which 
he replied, O, well we will see about that 
later.“. 

What about the widow’s award? 

550,000.“ 

“How much did she receive? ” 

“Something like $48,400 in small amounts, 
— as $1,500, $2,000, $600, and $1,800 at a

Finds ‘Fees’ Deducted. 


“In the fall of 1906 when Mrs. Yerkes 
was ill. Some receipts were sent for her to 
sign and I saw that 3 per cent had been de- 
duct Then he came to the house and 
she asked why he had done it. He said he 
had given her some advice a number of 
times when they came in on the train from 
Evanston.”’ 

Clarence A. Knight testified as to the date 
when Mrs. Yerkes appealed to him for as- 
‘Bistance in handling a situation which she 
did not think was quite right. Letters be- 
tween Owsley and Knight were read in 
which each intimated that the conduct of 
the other with reference to the Yerkes es- 
tate was not in every way proper. 

Owsley, in one letter, accused Knight of 
Shaking Mrs. Yerkes’ confidence in the ex- 
ecutor, and in reply Mr. Knight named the 
_ following four reasons why she sought to 
have Owsley's relations with the estate 
terminated. 

“Charges her for services that she did 
not think had been rendered or should be 
charged for. 

“Declared he found certain deeds in a 
Chicago office which in reality were found 

in New York and carried by Mr. Owsley 


to Chicago. , 


Charged her $1,500 for paying the widow's 
award to her. 

“Was in sympathy with Charles E. 
Yerkes and let him know all her transac- 
tions. 7

Story of Mrs. Geisler.

CALIS HER ACCUSER THIEF, 


FOUND SANE 


Asks Home for Son and Freedom to 


Prove Her Parentage. 
\ 


„Thief of my birth, thief of my childhood, 
thief of my girlhood, thief of my wisdom, 
thief of my inheritance, thief of my life, you 
have ruined my whole existence, and were 
I not afraid of the judgment of heaven I 
would take my own life.“ 

These charges were offered in evidence yes- 
terday in one of the strangest and most dra- 
matic romances of the court for the insane by 
Mrs. Louise Geisler of Lyons, III., who says 
she is a daughter of the late Count Geyser- 
lingk of Schloss Neistedt, Danzig, Germany. 
The accusations were directed at Mrs. Amalie 
Birkhahn, 100 Washington street, La Grange, 
a former nurse in Count Geyserlingk’s house- 
hold, who was one of the petitioners to have 
Mrs. Geisler adjudged insane. 

Mra. Geisler, who is 46 years of age, charges 
that Mrs. Birkhahn is the fpster mother into 
whose charge she was given in early child- 
hood, and who for years has refused her ap- 
peals to disclose her rightful parentage. Bhe 
offered a number of strong circumstantial 
proofs of her assertions, among them a letter 
from R. A. Claazen, consular agent at Dan- 
zig, which states that there was known to be 
a foster child in the Birkhahn family when 
the family left Germany many years ago. 


Freed by Pathetic Story. 

The defendant told a story so dramatic and 
pathetic that many in the courtroom were 
moved to tears. Cross examinations and 
questions by Judge John H. Williams of the 
Probate court of Kane county failed to break 
down the story or to prove insanity. After two 
hours’ deliberation the jury adjudged Mrs. 
Geisler sane, despite the opinions of County 
Physician Davis and Dr. Arthur Loewy that 
Mrs. Geisler is suffering from paranoia. 

„I was 9 years old when we came to this 
country from Germany,. Mrs. Geisler told 
the court. I remember the Count Geyser- 
lingk, and I remember that several people 
told me Mrs. Birkhahn was my foster 
mother. 

„ When we came to this country I was 
locked up in the house and made to care for 
the smaller children. I had to do the dirtiest 
and most slavish work. Often I would work 
until 11 o’clock at night, and on Saturdays 
I would work until 1 o'clock Sunday morning. 
I could show you scars all over my body, the 
way they beat me when I was a little girl. 
I have felt from my childhood that I was not 
the child of the Birkhahns.“ 


Pleads for Son’s Sake. 

„But what difference would it make to you 
if you should find out that you are the daugh- 
ter of the count?“ asked Judge Williams. 
He is dead and there probably is no one to 
whom you could go as a relative.”’ 

Mrs. Geisler glanced at her 14 year old son 
before replying. 

Dear sir, I am getting old.“ she said. “I 
would like to know who I am and to whom I 
belong. I want to be able to tell my boy 
who his grandparents are. It would make 
me feel better to know who my parents 
are. I will go anywhere you want me to 
go if you only will see that my boy is taken 
care of and brought up right.“ 

Members of the Birkhahn family testified 
that they believed Mrs. Geisler to be insane. 
Lyons women for whom she had worked as 
seamstress said she was excitable and ec- 
centric, but not at all insane. 

After the verdict was announced Mrs. Gels. 
ler returned to Lyons with her friends.
